In sizing up the production rec- 
ords, the Federal Reserve Board 
said last night that last month’s 
output boosted its index three 
points to a level 95 per cent above 
the 1935-39 average. The previous 
high was February's 94 per cent, 
but the gauge fell to 87 per cent 
in April and July. 

The board’s index is based on 
actual quantity of goods produced, 
rather than on dollar volume. 

- Manufacturing Doubles. 
Production of manufactured 
goods alone, the .board said, more 
than doubled the prewar mark, 
with durable items turned out at a 
rate 130 per cent above the prewar 
svale and nondurable goods pro- 
duced at a rate 79 per cent above 
prewar. 

The Federal Reserve credited 
the record October upswing mainly 
to new production marks in the 
steel and automobile industries. 
The board noted, however, that 
department store sales were not 
making their usual seasonal rise 
and that prices of foods and some 
other products declined.“ 

These price drops, while cheer- 
ing to housewives, have been wor- 
rying some economists, who think 
they may be the forerunners of a 
break similar to the postwar col- 
lapse of 1920-21. 

But Ewan Clague, commissioner 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
said no such collapse is in pros- 
pect. He told the Eastern Associa- 
tion of College and University 
Business Officers here yesterday 
that falling prices at a period like 
this “can be a good thing—so long 
as these declines are confined to 
individual commodities.” 

“Disaster comes,” he said, “when 
the downward readjustments are 
permitted to spiral into a general 
price decline which creates de- 
pression and unemployment.”

Apart from Chiang Kai-shek's 
retreats, which have caused an 
overdue but partly exaggerated 
pessimism in America, the home- 
bound Americans testify that 
there is still a wide break be- 
tween the view of China held in 
American public life and the 
reality. 

All but a few of the oldest 
“China hands“ are puzzled as to 
why, after the fantastic expendi- 
ture of American resources to 
help the Nationalists and to suc- 
cor needy Communists, American 
foreign still gets nothing 
better than tepid tolerance on 
the part of the hard-pressed Na- 
tionalists and lying abuse on the 
part of the advancing Commu- 
nists. 

Communist Claim. 

The Communists, eager in 
China as everywhere in the world 
to get the Americans home— 
‘especially the armed Americans— 
claim that three billion dollars 
have gone down the Chinese 
drain in help to Nanking alone. 
The aim here, as in the Berlin 
air lift, is to press the campaign 
of attrition and bleed the United 
States into skepticism, cynicism 
and disarmed isolation. 

On a personal level, under the 
political surface, the old friendly 
attachment between Americans 
and Chinese remains. Many Iead- 
ing Communist agitators were 
educated in Peiping at American 
philantropic expense. 

But today even the Kuomin- 
tang. Government party and Na- 
tionalist press, when acknowledg- 
ing American help, does so luke- 
warmly, seeming to suggest: 
„We're on your hands, but ac- 
tually you're only using us for 
your own interest.“ 

The Communist press, while 
eager to claim all possible neutral 
American relief for the strength- 
ening of Red areas, almost never 
acknowledges it in even the mildest 


‘form. It is exploited only when 


Nationalist forces attack the relief 

supplies, to make a Communist 

political point. 
Lack of Solidarity. 

Because American aid, though 
sweepingly generous and almost 
completely unmonitored in any 
stiff fiscal sénse, has not halted 
the Communists, it is natural that 
gratitude on the Nationalist side 
should be somewhat tempered. The 
dangerous thing is that China to- 
day shows none of that needful 
sense of solidarity with America 
against Communism that should 
be there. 

The Americans themselves, 
argue the Nationalist Chinese, set 
up at Yalta the situation which 
led to their principal defeats. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, ailing, 
handed the Dorsal railroad of 
Manchuria into* Russian control. 
After destroying earlier the in- 
iquitous foreign treaty port sys- 
tem along China's coasts, includ- 
ing all America’s privileges, the 
ailing President reversed himself 
to set up Russia with two private 
new treaty ports in Dairen -and 
Port Arthur.

“In China the reason is that we 
have asked nothing tangible in 
return, Nothing that would prove 
that we regard our interest just 
as important as Russia's. This 
attitude accords well with Ameri- 
can notions, but is totally at vari- 
ance with the way Asia thinks. 
Asia understands religious benev- 
olence, but not political handouts 
which ask nothing permanent in 
return, establishing no bond. 

“If you give to Asia, and at 
the same time fail to promote 
your. own interest joined with 
Asia’s in ‘a realistic way-—stra- 
tegic or commercial—you do not 
arouse the Asiatic gratitude. You 
arouse two other. emotions: sus- 
picion first, as to why you have 
deferred your counter-gift, and 
then contempt if he finds you are’ 
not asking any. Finally, the at- 
tachment itself slips into doubt. 

“When Americans helped the 
Japanese after their 1923 earth- 
quake, the Japanese wanted to 
make some return, The Ameri- 
cans “waved it off grandly. The 
Japanese Foreign Office became 
alarmed, They send orders to all 
their embassies and legations 
throughout the world to make se- 
cret soundings to find out what 
the Americans. were really after. 

“This suspicion that the Amer- 
icans, especially in distributing 
food through their Marines, were 
getting ready for a bigger coup 
against Japan, persisted up to 
Pearl Harbor. 

“In China the situation has di 
clined into contempt. After hand- 
ing the richest unexploited part 
of Asia—Manchuria—to the Rus- 
sians and thereby to the Chinese 
Communists, the State Depart- 
ment has not even placed itself 
on record against the abuse of 
Yalta while Chiang Kai-shek's 
Government is still legal. Nor 
has it asked Nanking for rights 
on the coasts similar to Russia’s.

home rule on the agenda of the American Municipal Association 


'™ conference that will meet here from Dec. 13 to 15 to draw up 
national program for American municipalities. 


A preview of the conference was 
given to Washington correspond- 
ents yesterday by Mayor Quigg 
Newton of Denver, and an associa- 
tion trustee, Carl H. Chatters, new 
executive director. The associa-~ 
tion’s president, who was unable 
to be present, is Mayor Fletcher 
Bowron of Los Angeles. | 

The association represents 9500 
urban communities with an ag- 
gregate population of more than 
60,000,000. As such, and more par- 
ticularly since it includes many 
influential local. politicians and 
office holders, it is potentially one 
of the greatest lobbying organiza- 
tions in the country. 

Most of the smaller. communi- 


ties are represented by 41 state 
leagues of municipalities. Large 
cities are usually independent 
members. . St. Louis is not a mem- 
ber in its own right but will be 


represented by the Missouri 
League, City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler is expected to attend 
the Washington conference, Mayor 
Newton told the Post-Dispatch. 

For the last 25 years the asso- 
ciation has been a research and 
statistical agency, interested pri- 
marily in governmental financing 
and prospective state legislation. 
Quigg told reporters that the time 
had come to make an “important 
effort to get the cities and towns 
to co-operate on national and 
state levels.” He reluctantly con- 
ceded that the association might 
be charged wfth lobbying, saying 
that he personally had no fear of 
that word. He emphasized, how- 
ever, it would be “a policy-making 
organization” that would try to 
get agreements on important com- 
mon topics so it could speak with 
authority to the public and to the 
law-making bodies. 

Statement on Housing. 

Public housing is an example. 
As yet only a vague statement has 
been drafted for discussion at the 
December sessions. Executive Di- 
rector Chatters said he hoped that 
it would be the basis for a defin- 
ite expression of the views of 
municipalities represented at con- 
ference. The statement follows: 

“Every person would like a 
decent home. A majority of these 
homes are in cities. Decent homes

the best basis for.an economically 
sound and socially desirable city. 
Municipal Governments, in co~ 
operation with other governments, 
control many of the conditions 
under which homes are con- 
structed. Home building, there- 
fore, can be encouraged or dis- 
couraged by municipal govern- 
ment activites. Since there is no 
general agreement as to what 
municipalities should do about 
housing, there is need for 4 clear 
definition on the municipal inter- 
est and responsibility and the 
active pursuit of those obligations 
which are municipal.” 

Chatters was asked by the Post- 
Dispatch whether he thought. the 
conference would indorse specific 
legislation such as the Taft-Ellen- 
der-Wagner housing bill that was 
defeated in the Eightieth Congress. 

“I doubt whether we will call 
for enactment of the bill as such,” 
he replied. “We may indorse cer- 
tain portions of it. I would guess 
that our statement of policy will 
be on broader 
specific bill.“ 


To Testify on Legislation. 


As what would be done actively 
to secure recognition of the hous- 
ing policy by the national and 
state legislatures, Chatters and 
Newton said that representatives 
of the association would testify 
before committees and that per- 
haps some of the mayors would 
be called in to help. Asked if 
these mayors would be from cities 
having senators and representa- 
tives on the ‘housing committees, 
the officials declined to answer 
but indicated this was a possibility. 


Chatters said one of the most 
immediate problems was what 
should be done about Government- 
built temporary war housing. In 
many localities, particularly in 
some West Coast cities, thousands 
of families are living in these 
homes and would have no place to 
go if the law caliing for their 
removal should be enforced in the 
near future. 


As to lobbying in general, the 
officials said that if their legisla- 
tive activities were criticized it 
could be said that the association 
was representing millions of the 
public and not any private, spe- 
cial group.

Reply from the Flour Millers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

An editorial in the Post-Dispatch of 
Nov. 13 entitled, “A Tardy Move on 
Doctored Flour,” contains several gross 
errors and inaccuracies, which I am 
confident would not be the case had 
8 in possession of the following 

acts: 

The first scientific publication show- 
ing agene-treated flour- to be toxic to 
dogs was a British study released in 
December 1946. Immediately thereafter, 
studies were undertaken by the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and Rutgers Uni- 
-versity. Both institutions found that 
dogs were adversely affected by this 
product, but only when fed to the ex- 
clusion of most other articles in the diet. 
* What is much more important is the 
fact that the Wisconsin studies, which 
were made by Dr. C, A. Elvehjem, world 
‘renowned nutrition authority, were ex- 
tended to human subjects. Dr. Elvehjem 
testified in a hearing before the Federal 
Security Agency recently that he was 
unable to detect any effect whatsoever, 
even though his human subjects were 
fed on flour treated with agene at 
20 times the normal rate of application, 
and even though several of his subjects 
‘were epileptics. 

Your editorial statement that “for 15 
years, some responsible physiologists 
have declared that bread from flour so 
processed might be harmful to human 
beings,” is pure moonshine, as the scien- 
tific literature on the subject discloses 
no such statement in any quarter. 

Tour editorial also refers to experi- 
ments made for the United States Army. 
You failed to state, however, that these 
experiments have been discredited, and 
that in the face of the alleged “findings” 
of harmful effect of agene-treated flour 
the Quartermaster General has contin- 
ued to purchase and use flour so treated. 
Lou also quote an adverse report of 
the British Ministry of Health in 1927 on 
bleaching substances, but the facts are 
that the British Ministry of Health has 
taken no action against agene-treated 
flour to this day. 

The statement is made in your edi- 
torial that millers use bleaching agents 
because these treatments permit flour 
to be stored longer without spoiling. 
Even & freshman cereal chemist knows 
better than this, as bleaching and ma- 
turing agents have no effect upon the 
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The electoral vote system goes back to the 
days when people were not trusted to elect the 
President. As established, it was part and parcel 
of an attitude which was further demonstrated 
by putting the election of United States Sena- 
tors in the hands of the Legislatures. The idea 
was that people were not capable of making a 
wise choice. Thus, they were permitted only to 
vote for electors who were in turn to meet and 
select a President after careful deliberation. 

But the electoral. college soon became a fifth 
wheel. The only occasions on which it has made 
any difference have been those in which a con- 
flict between popular votes and electoral votes 
has produced the unfortunate result of a minor- 
ity President. Such Presidents were Rutherford 
B. Hayes and Benjamin Harrison. 

There is no more reason to elect the President 
on a basis of prorated electoral votes (as the 
Lodge-Gossett resolution proposes) than. there 
would be to elect the Governor of Missouri by 
the county unit system. Georgia has the county 
unit system and there is always the possibility 
that a Governor, with a minority of the popular 
votes, will win because he narrowly carries cer- 
tain counties. No Missourian would think for a 
minute of trading direct election of Governor for 
the complicated, undemocratic Georgia system. 

So long as any part of the electoral system re- 
mains, political leaders will make their big play 
for the states with the largest number of elec- 
toral votes. As long as they make that play, the 
temptation will be to nominate candidates from 
these states. A chief reason why New York Gov- 
ernors are so frequently nominated for President 
is because of the large bloc of electoral votes it 
is hoped they will swing. 

This does the country no good. A man should 
be nominated because he is qualified, not be- 
cause he comes from New York or some other 
large state. Conversely, a man should be passed 
by because he is not qualified, not because he 
comes from the South or some other region 
which is without great electoral strength or un- 
certain electoral preference. '

An easy-come, easy-go psychology 
in the Pentagon could become our worst enemy, 
the danger being that the reaction might end in 
the denial of funds which the armed services 
really ought to have. 

In these days of high prices, the military will 
have to emulate the civilians and think twice— 
preferably three times—about every dollar be- 
fore they spend it. 
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A Bus-Streetcar Rehearing 

Substitution of busses for electric cars on the 
Clayton 04, Kirkwood 01 and Creve Coeur lines 
should be reconsidered, the St. Louis County 
Court believes. Its petition deserves the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission’s approval. 
These lines, unlike’ the four others recently ap- 
proved for bus substitution, involve wide de- 
partures from the present routes. This means 
substantial damage to many householders, busi- 
nesses and institutions located near the car lines. 

It was for this reason that two commissioners 
who went along with the other bus substitutions 
signed a dissenting opinion on these three. This 
bare verdict of three members against two leaves 
many people far from satisfied that the verdict 
was wise.

It is 
doubly so in that it comes from men who have 
had the advantages of the highest education and 
therefore should have enlightened minds. 

Almost as much blame attaches to the Na- 
tional Interfraternity Conference which, at its 
fortieth annual meeting last week, voted to wait 
until next year before taking a stand on the 
question of racial and religious discrimination in 
college fraternities. . New impetus is now given 
to the old — and never disproved — charge that 
college social fraternities and sororities are the 
best of breeding grounds for snobbishness and 
other undemocratic traits. 

In the face of all this, it is heartening to note 
that Levi Jackson, a Negro whose father has long 
been steward of the Yale Faculty Club, has been 
elected captain of the Yale football team. He is, 
of course, the first Yale Negro to be so honored. 
Levi Jackson was unanimously chosen by his 
teammates because he had the brains, the skill 
and the strength to lug the football over the 
opponents’ goal lines. He led his teammates in 
every department of yardage production except 
passing. He also has a first-rate scholastic 
standing. He was chosen on his merits. 

The Yale football team, in honoring Levi Jack- 
son as he deserved to be honored, has won a 
victory that will confront the forces of, bigotry. 


It has shown that human ideals and values are 


properly appreciated at Yale. The fraternity

What provisions might safely be aban- 
doned?

Bowles Worry. 


As head of the Office of Price 


Administration during the latter 
half of the war and in the im- 
mediate post-war aftermath, 
Bowles had a job that was tough 
and demanding with little chance, 
or so it seemed, to win personal 
popularity. Moreover, he consist- 
ently advocated a tough anti-in- 
flationary policy and in so doing 
stepped on many sensitive toes. 

When Bowles resigned, his re- 
lationship with the White House 
was not too happy. He had been 
critical of policies that he felt 
were essentially inflationary in 
their effects. 

Last spring he proposed that 
the party consider drafting Gen. 
Eisenhower as a candidate in 
place of Truman. In that speech 
Bowles added that the Eisen- 
hower draft should be conditioned 
on an expression by Eisenhower 
of his views on major social and 
economic problems confronting 
the country. ; 

In view of this background, the 
meeting between the President 
and his former price controller 
might have been difficult. Yet it 
was warm and friendly. The 
President’s attitude about past 


still prevails along the line of the 
Keynesian theory of spending to 
create purchasing power even 
though it is obvious that the cur- 
rent inflation, with fits threat of a 
depression, calls for a different 
kind of appraisal with quite dif- 
ferent measures to meet the pres- 
ent situation. 


To jog along in the ruts made in 
‘the recent past is to risk a stale- 
mate like that of 1946. In that 
year the voters put the blame on 
the President for high prices and 
the other ills that came with the 
end of war. They elected the 
Eightietk Congress with Repub- 
* majorities in House and Sen- 
ate. 


President Truman is 64 years 
old. After the age of 50 or 55, very 
few people ever change their atti- 
tudes or their ways. The likeli- 
hood for change, either in person- 
nel or point of view, would there- 
fore seem to be small. 

But the liberal-progressive-labor- 
ites in the Democratic party insist 
that the pattern must inevitably 
change. The President, they point 
out, will begin a full term of of- 
fice that he won for himself and 
with a mandate pointing inexor- 
ably to changes. 


Inertia of Tradition. 0 


After his victory over Wendell 
Willkie in 1940, President Roose- 
velt went away on a Caribbean 
vacation. Shortly after he re- 
turned, he put forth the concept 
of lend-lease which helped to carry 
England through in the desperate 
early years of the war. 

That kind of creative imagina- 
tion is needed in peace as well as 
war if the world is to overcome 
the crisis between East and West. 
It is the pressing need in both do- 
mestic and foreign policy. But the 
weight of the past, the whole in- 
ertia of tradition, lies heavy on 
the present.

Word for It

. ABOUT A COMMON ERROR. 


EACHERS and students of 

English (and all the rest of us 

for that matter) will find to- 
day’s column worthy of a little 
study. Clip it, digest it, and pass 
it along to a friend. 


It is a common error to use 
adverbs in constructions that call 
for adjectives. Example: “He 
stood smilingly and waited for an 
answer.” 

Now “smilingly” is an adverb, 
and in the sentence quoted it 
modifies the verb “stood.” A mo- 
ment’s reflection will show that 
A person cannot stand smilingly 
any more than he can stand 
frowningly. It simply doesn’t 
make sense. 

But ‘the sentence will make 
sense if the adverb is exchanged 
for the adjective “smiling,” thus: 
He stood smiling and waited for 
an answer. 


Rule: The word following the 
verb should be an adjective if it 
describes the subject: if it modi- 
fies the action of ,the verb, it 
should be an adverb. 

Hence. “smiling,” the adjective, 
clearly describes the subject “he” 
—it states that he was smiling as 
he stood and waited for an an- 
swer. 

Wrong: “I'm giad you are safe“ 
ly at home.” No. “Are” is a form 
of the verb to be. How can one 
“be” safely? One cannot, of 
course. But one can “be” safe. 
Hence: “I’m glad you are safe at 
home. 


Wrong: They fell helplessly 
into the sea.” It wasn’t the fall 
that was helpless—it was they 
who fell. Therefore: They fell 
helpless into the sea (they fell 
into the sea and were helpless). 

Wrong: “The roses smell sweet- 
ly.” No; it isn’t the smelling that 
is sweet; it is the roses. Hence: 
The roses smell -sweet. 

Wrong: “The mountain stands 
immovably.” It isn't the standing 
that is immovable; it is the moun- 
tain. Correct: The mountain 


Rule: After such verbs as ap- 
Pear, be, seen, smell, sound, taste, 
feel, look, etc., use an adjective, 
and not an-adverb, in describing 
the subject. 

Wrong: “The plan appears sen- 
sibly to me.” Right: The plan 
appears sensible to me. 

Wrong: “The wind sounds dan- 
gerously.” Right: The wind 
sounds dangerous, 

Wrong: “I feel badly about it.” 
This error appears constantly in 
‘print and occurs too frequently 
on the radio. If you feel badly, 
your sense of touch is defective, 
or you are paralyzed. Correct: 
feel bad about it (I have a bad 
feeling about it).

T is very interesting to find 

that even in our committee, 

which has now been working 
for many weeks on the Declara- 
tion of Human Rights, there is a 
feeling that in one way or another 
this declaration should be made 
by a delegate to inculcate this au- 
thority into the document. The 
right of petition dame up again 
last Friday. The French delegate 
from the beginning has felt that 
no declaration could be complete 
unless we stated that every hu- 
man being had the right not only 
to petition to his own government 
but to petition to the United Na- 
tions, 

In the Human Rights Commis- 
sion the majority of us felt that 
this particular article should wait 
until the convention was written 
in full. In the convention there 
would have to be a provision made 
for the carrying out of various 
rights and freedoms granted to 
individuals. While everything in 
the declaration is not to be in- 
cluded in the convention, certain 
broad provision for enforcing 
human rights would have to be 
decided on.

AS MOST OF the petitions that 
have come before us are about the 
denial of human rights somewhere 
in the world, this question will 


have to be considered. It would | 


naturally follow that some provi- 
sion would have to be made on 
ways to handle these petitions, But 
the Human Rights Commission 
will have to give this very care- 
ful study, and, therefore, the sub- 
committee on minorities and dis- 
crimination has been asked to 
will be a number of revisions. .Or 
the manner of dealing with peti- 
tions, It would be wise to wait for 
its report. 

I would not feel that it would be 
impossible to add another arti- 
cle to the declaration in the fu- 
ture. In fact, I rather think there 
will be a number of reviscions, Or 
it might well be decided that pe- 
titions should be handled in the 
convention only or even that they 
would require a convention of their 
own. In any ¢ase, after a long 
discussion, we did decide to ask 
that the Human Rights Commit- 


tee give this question of petitions 


further consideration.

SOVIET RUSSIA, for once was 
vehemently with us on the ques- 
tion. That was. because they con- 
sider it a violation of the rights 
of the sovereignty of nations to 
allow citizens to petition the United 
Nations. The United Kingdom 
thought that an article on peti- 
tions had no place in the declara- 
tion, and we thought that the ques- 
tion should be left entirely. with- 
out prejudice to the Human Rights 
Commission, since without its 
careful study it would be impos- 


gible to make any rea! decision. 


We spent last Saturday morning 
discussing three new articles, pro- 


posed by Russia, Tugloslavia and 


Denmark. All of them had to do 
with rights of minority groups. 
Yugoslavia’s proposal seemed to 
deal chiefly with the situation of 
whole national groups that are in 
themselves almost complete na- 
tions but that are incorporated 
within a larger federation or 
group of nations. Russia, having 
well over 100 national groups in 
its domain, spelled out in detail 
in its amendment the rights of 
these groups to schools in their 
own language, to the use of that 
language in courts, to religious 
services and many more details 
that make a federation of nations 
a possibility without too much 
friction but which keeps them 
nevertheless a different people.

DENMARK WAS concerned 
only about the rights of groups 
to have the language they pre- 
ferred used in schools and the 
right to set up schools of their 
own if they wished. So far as I 
was concerned the point brought 
most clearly before us was the 
fact that this was not a subject 
on which a general article could 
be written for a univezsal declar- 
ation. All of the America’s dele- 
gates - declared that this prob- 
lem did not exist with them 
because people who come to our 
shores do so because they want 
to become citizens of our coun- 
tries. They leave behind cer- 
tain economic, religious and so- 
cial conditions that they wish to 
shed and prefer to be assimilated , 
into the new country that they 
are adopting as their own.. They 
are accepted by us with that un- 
derstanding, and from our point 
of view we would like to see the 
committee recognize the fact that 
the European problem should be 
handled differentiy. 


| a 


THEIR SITUATION, it seems 
to us, is better resolved by indi- 
vidual agreements or treaties 
among the groups that have fed- 
erated, each of which desires to 
preserve its own national identity. 
It is true that sometimes a group 
enters a new federation unwill- 
ingly, but in any case there are 
special arrangemonts that will 
make such situations more agree- 
able to all those concerned. 

The Russian delegate said that 
this problem faced us in Puerto 
Rico. But that is not really the 
case. Puerto Rico will have a 
choice as to whether it wishes to 
become a state. The Polish dele- 
gate spoke with feeling of the 
things that had been done to 
them under the Nazi occupation 
in an effort to wipe out their 
culture, but of course that situa- 
tion is not applicable in any way 
to the type of assimilation that 
goes on in the Americas on a 
voluntary basis.

“No, it doesn’t bother me to 
talk in this,” Louis said, as we 
moved close for a through-the- 
mirror interview. “Some days it 
seems I just can’t talk enough.

By Hubbard Cobb 
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Misplaced Thermostats. 


As nothing sounds very incredi- 
ble in this day and age, we hardly 
expect even one raised eyebrow 
when we state that there are a 
lot of misplaced furnace thermo- 
stats kicking around the homes 
these days. 

The purpose of a thermostat is 
to tell the furnace when to shoot 
up some heat and when to lay off. 
For ‘this reason it is sort of im- 
portant that the thermostat is lo- 
cated where it will know exactly 
what's going on—in other words 
~—~where it will be subject to the 
average house temperature. If, for 
example, the thermostat is right 
over a radiator or register, it's 
going to cut off the furnace long 
before the rest of the house even 
begins to think of thawing out. 
As a matter of fact, if the thermo- 
stat is placed in a room that is 
heated by the morning sun it’s 
going to make things tough for 
any of the house that might be in 
the shade. And all this can work 
both ways too, If the thermostat 
is on a wall near a front door it’s 
going to get chilled every time the 
door is opened and this means 
that the furnace is going to start 
up and members of the household 
who are not standing in front of 
the open door are going to get 
very warm. )

GOOD tuning fork enables 
A anyone with average musical 
talent to pitch his voice or 
instrument in an acceptable man- 
ner. Likewise, any intelligent 
person learning to cook can use 
a good thermometer to do a sur- 
prisingly good job. Today even 
long-apprenticed, old-time candy 
makers who used to judge their 
candies by appearance and by 
testing drops in cold water for 
years now use a thermometer in 
addition to those old tests and 
they obtain more uniform results. 
Many other types of cooking 
can be done better with a ther- 
mometer. Cake icing, or sauces 
that require a very definite con- 
sistency such as fudge or butter- 
scotch is one example. In the 
past they were cooked until the 
syrup spun a thread so long or 
until a few drops dripped into 
cold water formed some kind of 
a ball. Such tests never were 
uniformly judged by all cooks 
because visions differ and so does 
the temperaure of cold waters 
into which syrup is dropped. But 
when we read temperatures re- 
corded on an accurately calibrated 
thermometer we agree much more 
closely. 

Another valuable thermometer 
is one for roasting or broiling 
meats. When meat is roasted for 
someone who may prefer it me- 
dium, and for others who want it 
well done, only a thermometer 
will help the cook to achieve meat 
cooked in the center to the me- 
dium stage, the first slices on 
the outside well done. Another 
indispensable thermometer is a 
deep fat frying one. The inch 
cube of bread is worthless. No 


The modern yeast bread or roll 


maker can also work with more 
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water with one-half teaspoon of 
the sugar. Let stand 10 minutes. 
Add remaining sugar and salt to 
hot milk, stir and cool to luke- 
warm, Combine softened yeast 
with cooled milk mixture and stir 
well. Add eggs, lemon rind and 
half the flour gifted with spice 
and beat until smooth. Beat in 
the cooled butter, then add re- 
maining flour and stir thorough- 
ly. Turn out on lightly floured 
board. Cover the dough and let it 
rest 10 minutes before kneading. 
Knead until smooth and elastic 
(about 10 minutes) using not more 
than one-fourth cup additional 
flour for kneading. Do not add 
excess flour on board. Sweet roll 
dough must be soft and too much 
flour kneaded in will make the 
finished rolls “bready” instead of 
delicate, light and flaky. 

Use only one-half of recipe for 
tea ring: Roll half dough out into 
a 15x8-in. ut three- 
eighths inch thick. Spread with 
two tablespoons softened butter. 
Sprinkle with mixture of one-half 
teaspoon cinnamon and one-fourth 
cup sugar, one-half cup almonds, 
blanched, slivered and toasted 
lightly in oven, and one-fourth 
cup raisins, plumped. Roll up 
like a jelly roll, seal edge, turn 
underneath. Place roll on greased 
baking sheet, stretch slightly and 
shape into a ring. Pinch ends 
together to form a perfect circle. 
Using a kitchen scissors, start at 
outside of ring and at one inch in- 
tervals, cut about three-fourths 
way through roll towards center. 
Twist each section in the same di- 
rection so it will lie flat, cut side 
up, the sections overlapping slight- 
ly. Brush with melted butter, cover 
lightly, and let.rise until doubled 
in bulk—about 1 hour at 86 de- 
grees, Bake in a moderate oven 
(375 degrees) 25 to 30 minutes or 
until golden brown. Remove to 
cake rack to cool.
